REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
does not teach or suggest a contact spring wherein movable contacts are formed by 
protruding a material of the movable contact spring by a thickness of not more than two 
thirds of a thickness of the movable contact spring on a circumference about a central 
portion of the movable contact spring and positioned at an equal central angle relative 
to the center of the movable contact spring in a direction from an outside to an inner 
side of the movable contact spring by means of half-cut working while forming a 
peripheral edge of a protruded contact surface in a sharp blade-shape.
